The unofficial report which started 
celebrations 
had 
said the armistice had been signed at 11 o’clock, French time, or six 
hours before the time set for the meeting . Later it was learned at 11 
o’clock when the navy censors reported an unofficial cablegram from 
Paris saying the armistice was signed ,an official message of inquiry 
was rushed to Paris and three hours later brought a reply on which 
Secretary Lansing made his announcement came 
after

had been celebrating two hours on unofficial reports armistice terms 
had been accepted . In spite of the fact that officials did not accept 
the report as true, demonstrations persisted. 
President Wilson left 
the lunch table to see from the veranda what was going on outside 
and waved his napkin to the crowd outside the gates.

No Report on Terms Presented. 
Washington, Nov. 7.— Neither the American government nor any 
of the allied embassies or war missions had been advised even that 
Marshal Foch actually had presented the armistice terms.

Sedan, famous in the Franco-Prussian war of 1870, has been en­ 
tered by the American first army. 
Today the Americans eaiered the 
section of the town on the west bank of the Meuse, where an advance 
cf more than thirty-four miles had been made since September 26. 
Meanwhile the British, French and American troops everywhere on 
the front from the Scheldt to the Meuse are pushing the Germans from 
small sections of France they still occupy. 
Important gains are report­ 
ed for the British in the north and the French in the center, 
Marshal Foch has informed Germany that her white flag dele­ 
gates, who are coming to learn the armistice terms, shall enter the 
French lines on the road between Chimay, Belgium and Guise, France, 
which runs between Vervins and Avesnes. 
On the road the French 
Lnes are within ttn miles of the Belgian frontier. 
Field Marshal Haig is rapidly clearing the Germans east and south 
east of Valenciennes. 
The British have reached nearer the German 
lines at Mons and Maubeuge and are outflanking 
the 
German 
posi­ 
tions where the commander at Ghent is evacuating the city. 
East of 
the Mormal forest the British have taken great slices of the Franco- 
Geigian border. 
North cf the Cise to southeast of Mezitrs Hie allied 
forces are keeping contact with the enemy. 
On the extreme right, where the French line jo;ns the Americans. 
French cavalry are riding toward the Meuse between Metiers and Se­ 
dan.
